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4 GOP Governor 
Candidates Speak 
On Various Issues 
Apollo 13 Aims For The Moon

The four Republican candi­ 
dates for governor discussed a 
wide range of issues Friday in 
the traditional Cleveland City 
Club Forum debate. 
All four look strong stands on 
law and order, and two said the 
fight against crime would be top 
priority 
items 
for 
them 
if 
elected. 
State 
Auditor 
Roger 
Cloud 
proposed heavier penalties for 
crim es committed with guns, 
establishment of police acade­ 
mies and higher pay for police­ 
men and prosecutors. 
State 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Paul 
W. 
Brown also gave top priority to 
the war on crime and said full 
use should be made of federal 
funds in the battle. He said good 
policemen should he recruited 
like college football players. 
U.S. Rep. Donald E. Lukens 
opposed gun registration but 
said he felt there should lie reg­ 
ulations on sale of explosives 
and severe penalties for bomb­ 
ings. 
“ It is easier to buy a stick of 
dynamite in Ohio than it is to 


buy 
a 
firecracker,” 
Lukens 
said. 
Albert ll. Sealey also took a 
strong stand on law and order 
but was the only one of the four 
who did not favor the death pen­ 
alty as a deterrent to crime. 
Sealey said he did not oppose 
capital punishment but said it 
was “ a m atter for the people or 
the legislature to decide.” 
Sealy, 
who 
headed 
a 
lax- 
reform commission in the Ohio 
General Assembly three years 
ago, called for implementation 
of that committee’s recomen- 
dations, including a statewide 
income tax, as the only means 
of solving Ohio’s problems, in­ 
cluding crime. 
Tax reform was advocated by 
Brown and Cloud but they did 
not make specific recommenda­ 
tions. 
Lukens opposed an income 
tax, saying be preferred a user 
tax on items such as liquor, cig­ 
arettes and gasoline. 
Brown said federal income tax 
revenues would increase by $129 
billion by 1976 and 40 per cent 
should be given back to the 
states to meet their problems.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A res­ 
olution sweeping the controver­ 
sial 1964 Gulf of Tonkin resolu­ 
tion off the books has been 
cleared for Senate action, but 
one of the leading sponsors of 
repeal is less than satisfied with 
the result. 
The Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee sent the resolution lo the 
floor Friday, but confined it to 
repealing 
the 
1964 
resolution 
and a 1957 resolution authoriz­ 
ing presidential action in the 
Middle East. 
Sen. Charles McC. Mathias 
Jr., R-Md., who had proposed 
that Tonkin repeal be included 
in a broad package of measures 
aimed at nullifying past presi­ 
dential grants of authority, ex­ 
pressed 
hope 
the 
committee 
would soon act on his other pro­ 
posals. 
“ Any measure designed ex­ 
clusively to repeal the Tonkin 
Gulf enactment would be con­ 
sidered as a purely political 
m atter,” 
Mathias 
said 
in

speech in Lowell, Mass. 
“ The only question would be 
whether one is for or against the 
Vietnam war.” 
The committee also acted to 
confine consideration of the re ­ 
peal to Congress by putting it in 
the form of a concurrent resolu­ 
tion which would take effect 
upon Senate and House approv­ 
al but without presidential ac­ 
tion.

Kirk Wants 
Direct Supreme 
Court Hearing 


School Dispute 
Is Sovereignty 
Question, He Says 


TAMPA, Fla (AP) — Again’ 
shunning a face-to-face meeting 
with a federal district judge, j 
Gov. Claude Kirk sent two aides , 
to a contempt hearing while he I 
took Manatee County’s school 
desegregation case directly to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Kirk, in seeking n hearing be­ 
fore the high court, said through 
his attorneys in Washington Fri- ( 
day that “bere is grave danger 
of loss of life” if the turmoil in 
Manatee County continues. 
The Republican governor con­ 
tends his assumption of control 
over Manatee schools and their 
17,000 pupils is a matter that 
can only he dealt with by the 
Supreme Court. He has twice 
defied U.S. District Judge Ben 
Krentzman’s orders to leave the 
school system alone and to ap­ 
pear before him on contempt ci­ 
tations. 
Kirk sent key aides Loyd Ha­ 
gaman and Robert Hoffman — 
and 
Manatee Sheriff Richard 
Weitzenfeld and six deputies be­ 
fore Krentzman Friday to face 
contempt hearings. 
Kretzman, during the six-hour 
hearing, asked Hagaman and 
Hoffman if they would obey 
Kirk and act against the court’s 
order. 
In tears, Hagaman replied: 
“ PH have to stay with my gov­ 
ernor.” 
Hoffman followed: “ Yes, your 
honor, I feel emotionally the 
same as Hagaman does.” 
Asked 
the 
same 
question, 
Weitzenfeld replied he could up­ 
hold the order of the court but 
only until he “ receives another 
order from the governor.” 
Kirk’s tangle with the federal 
court began last Sunday when 
he 
suspended 
the 
Manatee 
school board and superintend­ 
ent, blocking a planned transfer 
of 2.600 pupils, who would be 
bused to schools up to 12 miles 
from their homes. 
Sheriff’s deputies blocked the 
path of federal officials attem pt­ 
ing to enter the Manatee school 
system’s administration build­ 
ing Thursday. They also guard­ 
ed a room occupied by Kirk’s 
aides after the aides were ar­ 
rested -but not physically- for 
interfering with the court order. 
Former Florida Gov. Millard 
Caldwell represented 
Kirk in 
court Friday. 
Judge Krentzman heard testi­ 
mony without formally recog­ 
nizing Kirk’s absence. He did 
not rule on any of the contempt 
cases.

British Institute Says Sneak 
Atomic Attack More Likely 


LONDON (AP) — The in­ 
creasing 
accuracy 
of 
both 
American and Russian nuclear 
weapons raises the spectre of a 
sneak attack by one of the su­ 
perpowers, an authorative stra­ 
tegic study reported today. 
This possibility, said Britain’s j 
Institute for Strategic Studies in 
its annual survey, makes the 
two nations’ strategic arm s lim­ 
itation talks (.SALT), which re­ 
open in Vienna on April 16, “ the 
most 
important 
arms-control 
negotiation in history.” 
At the same time, the survey 
added: SALT is a measure of 
“the slow and wary approach 
by the suner-powers towards an 
exclusively 
bilateral 
relation­ 
ship based on a mutual fear of 
nuclear disaster.” 
This relationship is “ in all 
probability the new base-line for 
political activity in the years 
ahead.” the report said. 
The institute, now headed by 
former Candian Prime Minister 
Lester Pearson, is a privately 
financed, independent organiza­ 
tion that conducts research in 
military, political and disarma­ 
ment affairs. It draws its infor­ 
mation from the United Nations, 
various 
unspecified 
govern­ 
ments and a staff of academi­ 
cians and other experts. 
Its “ Strategic Survey 1969” 
said the United States, which 
now possesses 4.200 strategic 
nuclear 
warheads 
compared 
with the Soviet Union’s 1.880, 
“ has now' embarked upon pro­ 
grams that which could raise 
that total to 11,000 by 1975.” 
The megatonnage at the dis­ 
posal of the two nations is now 
roughly equal because of the 
greater size of the Soviet war­ 
heads, the institute pointed out. 
The report said the develop­ 
ment of Soviet and American 
antiballistic 
missile 
systems 
(ABM) and “ very accurate war­ 
heads for offensive 
missiles” 
raises 
“ the 
rational 
question 
about the stability of the deter­ 
rent relationship between the 
two super-powers.”

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U.S. Aircraft Industry Looks Overseas 


BRUSSELS (AP) - Allied de­ 
fense planners think the ailing 
U.S. aircraft industry could find 
a tonic in the billions of dollars 
worth of combat planes needed 
during the 1970’s by other coun­ 
tries of the North Atlantic Trea­ 
ty Organization. 
But there’s a catch. To get the 
orders, U.S. 
companies may 
have to let a lot more work on 
the planes lie done in the NATO 
countries themselves. 
Canada, Norway and Holland 
have formed a “mlni-consor- 
tiuin” to buy {danes and are 
shopping around. Others may 
join. At least three U.S. firms,

Is Answer To 


Late Spring

Wet soil! More rain! Little 
or no plowing done! Limited 
machinery 
available! 
Corn 
planting time just around the 
corner! This is the set of con­ 
ditions 
on 
many 
Pickaway 
County farm s this spring. 
How do you fit this set of 
conditions into a program to get 
corn planted on time and still 
not suffer reduced corn yields? 
There are some alternatives 
which should be considered as 
far as plowing is concerned on 
many farms. If corn is to follow 
com or soybeans, and it is time 
to plant com. then it may be 
advisable 
to 
not 
plow 
in 
preparation for corn planting. 
Ten years* experience with 
no-plow 
tillage 
methods 
are 
reported in the current Ohio 
Agronomy 
Guide. 
On 
light- 
colored 
soils 
yields 
can 
be 
maintained at or near the same 
level of plowing, by discing the 
com stalks and planting com. 
* * * 
ON dark-colored soils a small 
decrease in 
yield can be ex­ 
pected from not plowing but 
just discing and planting com. 
Even 
on 
these 
soils 
the 
decrease in yield may be less ; 
than 
waiting for these dark- 
colored soils to dry out, then J 
plowing them and getting them j 
in condition to plant. 
The 
disc-and-plant 
method 
cam be effective for farm ers 
vith com planters with disc 
openers on both seed and fer­ 
tilizer attachements. Shoe-type 
planters will probably drag com j 
stalks unless the field is disced 
at least twice. 
Weed control can be obtained 
v.ith herbicides on no plow com 
growing.

New research has shown that 
damage from the alfait i weevU 
can be prevented by applying 
insecticidal sprays to kill adults 
before they lay their eggs

success. 
This program requires that 
two sprays be used. The first 
spray is applied when the adults 
arc just beginning to lay eggs, 
and the second about 25 to 30 
days 
later, 
regardless 
of 
whether 
or 
not 
weevils or 
weevil damage is seen. 
rn * • 


THIS 
time 
in 
Pickaway 
County is April 1-10. The second 
spray is essential because adult 
flight 
activitiy 
following 
the 
first application leads to adult 
repopulation 
of 
the 
treated 
fields. These adults and any 
larvae that have hatched must 
b e 
killed 
if 
subsequent 
oviposition is to be prevented. 
Following the 
second ap­ 
plication, the tendency toward 
repopulation 
diminishes with 
time 
because 
flight activity 
slows and old adults are dying 
and limited egg laying occur, 
there is not enough time before 
normal 
harvest 
to allow 
a 
damaging population to develop. 
However, if harvest is delayed 
I for an extended • time, some 
I larval feeding may be observed. 
Generally, a stubble spray is 
not necessary if the preventive 
program is carefully followed. 
If this method is to be used 
the first spray should be applied 
j now. 
Larval control refers to the 
number of days betwec-i the 
stopping of present economic 
damage and the time economic 
damage occurs again. Larvae 
may still be present Ll small 
numbers in a field after it bas 
been sprayed. 
These are larvae not hit by 
the 
insecticide 
because 
they 
were inside the bud when 
the 
spray was applied. Fields that 
turn gray after treatment do 
so because previously damaged 
leaves turn gray as they dry. 
Some insecticides may require 
48 hours after application in 
order to kill larvae; however, 
feeding 
usually 
stops 
a 
few 
h o u r s 
after 
application. 
Remember that control does not 
mean IOO per cent kill of the 
larvae, but halting of economic 
damage.

Ifs an awesome problem the 
mother of a small cixiid faces:

sometimes come of it. Children 
are born explorers. 
And the average home affords 
fascinating areas for discovery, 
especially for ages up to five 
years — cabinets under the 
sink, 
shelves 
and 
drawers 
within easy reach, closets where 
all kinds of bottles, boxes, cans, 
and 
jars 
invite a 
child 
to 
sample 
the 
contents. 
Most 
young children completely lack 
the 
ability 
to 
discriminate 
between foods and non-foods by 
taste or odor. 
When you consider the array 
of products available to today’s 
homemaker to help keep her 
house 
clean, 
shining, 
and 
sanitized — all designed for 
speed, 
efficiency, 
and 
con­ 
venient use — you must also 
realize that any home is apt 
to contain products which could 
result in considerable distress, 
and perhaps injury if ingested 
accidentally. 
lf 
improperly 
stored, 
or 
carelessly 
placed 
while in use. containers of such 
chemicals 
may 
attract 
the 
a t t e n t i o n , 
arouse 
the 
inquisitiveness 
of 
the 
small 
child, and tempt him to taste 
the contents. The same is true 
for 
c a r e l e s s l y 
stored 
medications, lotions, 
alcoholic 
beverages, and other non-foods. 
The 
wellinformed 
modern 
mother should be alert to these 
risks and make sure that all 
nonfood 
household 
chemical 
products and all medicines and 
liquors are kept out of reach 
of 
young 
children. 
This 
is 
particularly 
important 
where 
products 
carry 
precautionary 
label warnings, but even or­ 
dinary 
household 
detergents, 
which 
are 
classed 
as 
non­ 
hazardous, should be handled 
and stored with care. 
Of course, it is easy to say 
‘keep household chemicals and 
medicines locked up, or out of 
reach of young children.” But 
putting this wise advice into 
practice takes some thoughtful 
planning. The average home 
doesn’t offer much space for 
additional 
storage, 
but it is 
possible to reorganize the space 
you already have, to set up 
‘‘child-proof safety areas” in 
which to keep such non-food 
items. In addition, there are 
several other precautions all 
adults in the home should take: 
Keep all household chemical 
products 
in 
their 
original 
containers. Don’t put them in 
soda bottles, cups, or bowls. 
According 
to the 
National 
Clearinghouse for Poison Con­ 
trol Centers, a nigh portion of 
accidental ingestions of house­ 
hold chemicals occur s when the 
h o m e m a k e r transfers the 
product into a cup or glass for 
a particular use. The small 
child, or even an adult, seeing 
the cup or glass filled with 
liquid, 
may 
assume 
it 
is 
something 
to drink. 
Also, 
remember 
the original 
con­ 
tainer carries a label, iden­ 
tifying 
the 
product 
and 
its 
manufacturer — essential in­ 
formation in the event of ac­ 
cidental ingestion. 
Keep the 
product in view 
while in use. 
Again, official 
ingestion i n f o r m a t i o n has 
shown 
cases 
where 
cleaning 
agent containers were left while 
in use on the floor, or bathtub 
ledges, low tables, or window 
sills, easily accessible to small 


children. A moment’s pause to 
answer a phone call in another 
room is all it takes for a toddler 
to reach the unguarded con­ 
tainer. 
Ail non-food products should 
be stored with special care. 
More 
often 
than 
not 
the 
homemaker casually stores her 
cleaning 
supplies 
under 
the 
kitchen sink, 
behind easy-to- 
open, unlocked cabinet doors — 
the perfect Pandora’s box for 
the curious child. All household 
cleaning agents should be kept 
in upper cabinets in the kitchen 
and bath, or on nigh shelves 
in 
linen closets and 
laundry 
rooms. Paint thinners, lighter 
fuel, pesticides, fertilizers, and 
similar materials are best kept 
in 
metal closets with locks, 
preferably outside the home, 
e.g. garage.

He said Thursday night the 
committee is considering chang­ 
ing evaluation procedures and 
“ we hope to have them revised 
before the next nominee to the 
court is selected.

Research Entomologist at the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center, Wooster. 
Speaking 
recently 
at 
the 
National 
No-Tillage 
Research 
Conference at the University of 
Kentucky, Musick warned that 
systems 
of 
reduced 
tillage 
provide 
a 
more ideal 
en­ 
vironment 
for 
survival 
and 
development of nearly every 
insect which attacks corn 
in 
addition 
to some 
new 
pest 
problems which have developed 
in no-tillage corn, many of the 
weapons now used to control 
com insects can not be ef­ 
fectively used without tillage. 
The Ohio entomologist pointed 
out 
that 
in 
no-tillage 
crop 
p r o d u c t i o n moisture, tem 
perature 
and 
soil 
structure 
relationships 
are 
more 
con­ 
ducive 
to 
insect 
activity. 
Because of 
this 
most 
mid­ 
western 
entomologists 
agree 
that 
increasing 
incidence 
of 
insect damage will accompany 
the move to corn production 
systems that reduce tillage. 
Most serious threat to no­ 
tillage corn is that posed by 
the soil insects. Musick pointed 
out that the wireworm and seed 
com 
maggot 
causes con­ 
siderable damage to no-tillage 
com in Ohio in 1969. He at­ 
tributes the increased damage 
to the fact that lower soil 
tem peratures and slower ger­ 
mination exposed the seed to 
insects for a longer period of 
time. 
More damage from cutworms 
has been noted in no-tillage 
plots 
than 
in 
conventionally 
tilled plots in Ohio. Researchers 
aren’t certain whether this is 
related to the increased trash 
on the soil surface, to organic 
m atter or to some other factor. 
White grubs are exposed to 
p a r a s i t e s , predators and 
m e c h a n i c a1 damage when 
conventional tillage methods are 
em p I o y e d . Musick expects 
trouble with grubs in no-tiilage 
com following sod, especially 
where grass and weed growth 
have been especially heavy. 
Com root worms are problems 
in com following com. Research 
information 
is 
lacking 
on 
whether or not no-tillage is 
more or less favorable to ac­ 
tivity

but 
problems with rootworms can 
be expected in any system of 
continuous com production. 
One of the most effective

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s unemployment rate con­ 
tinued rising last month to the 
highest 
levels 
in 
nearly five 
years, climbing from 4.2 to 4.4 
per cent of the civilian labor 
force, the government said to­ 
day. 
The actual num ber of jobless 
persons declined 61 .OOO but un­ 
employment 
generally 
falls 
even more sharply in March. 
The Labor Department there­ 
fore figured this as a rise of 
230.000 on a seasonal basis to a 
total of 3 7 million unemployed. 
The report by the Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics 
marked 
the 
third straight monthly increase 
in unemployment under Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s anti-inflation poli­ 
cies. 
Tile number of unemployed

March 1009. when the jobless 
figures dropped almost to the 
post-Korean w ar low. 
Tho bureau also reported that

earnings

Average weekly earn­ 
ings were up 68 cents to $117.55.

Why are some people bitten 
by the mosquito, while others 
are not? This has captivated the 
attention of many scientists. Iii 
the N e w England Journal of 
Medicine a report seems to be 
making the 
biological 
jigsaw 
puzzle fit into proper place. 
The yellow fever mosquito, 
Aeles aegypti, has been studied 
in its "biting" relationship and 
attraction 
to 
humans 
under 
certain conditions. Apparently, 
with increased heat, moisture, 
carbon dioxide and sweat on the 
body surface, mosquitoes are 
drawn to specific people. 
A person is more a ttractile 
to Ute mosquito when sweating 
than not. People who have been 
taking some drugs seem to be 
more vubierable than others. 
It has been found that some 
people, 
especially 
those 
who 
have psoriasis, do not tend to 
attract mosquitoes. 
It is hoped that when we learn 
a great deal more about the 
bizarre attraction between man 
and 
mite, 
new 
forms 
of 
repellents 
may 
be 
devised. 
Blood-sucking 
insects 
of 
all 
kinds 
may 
yet 
reveal 
their 
highly discriminating love for 
some people. Until they do, I 
will still wonder why they pick 
on me.

hives, or urticaria, cleared up 
and has never returned.

Monster Augusta 15th Hole 


Criticized By Top Golfers 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — As in 
the case of the weather, every- 
Imdy at the Masters Golf Tour­ 
nament is talking about the 15th 
hole but nobody can do anything 
about it. 
They’ve 
dubbed it 
“ Stone 
Mountain South.” 
“ It looks like they’ve buried a 
herd of dinosaurs out there,” 
said Bill Casper. “ I think it de­ 
tracts from the natural contour 
of the course.” 
“ You don’t help a hole by 
lengthening it—-I think it’s a 
m istake,” adds Gene Sarazen, 
whose double eagle on the hole 
in 1935 is one of the classic shots 
in the history of the game. 
Sarazen would never be able 
to make a double eagle there 
now. Nor would almost every- 
liody else in the field, 
which 
starts on the second round today 
in the 34th Masters. 
It’s been tunied into a mon­ 
ster—the controversial monster 
oi tile Augusta National course. 
Before this year, the 15th was 
listed as a par five hole m easur­ 
ing

yards.

played at about 480 yards. 
To toughen the 
hole, 
which 
was rated a Pis oar. meaning it 
was a good birdie hole, the Au­ 
gusta 
architects lowered 
and 
lengthened the tee and planted 
two large and several small 
mounts on the right side of the 


fairway in the normal hitting 
area. 
This has cut the target area 
for a good drive to a gun barrel 
area about 30 yards across. It 
plays a pure 520 yards or longer 
—an increase 
of

yards in length. 
A small pond lies in front of 
the green. There’s heavy foliage 
at the left and a trap at the 
right. 
When Sarazen made his fa­ 
mous double eagle, he drove 
into the center of the fairway 
and then hit a three wood—“ I 
hit it pure.” he said—which sent 
the bail to the green and into 
the nip.
